1 1 . ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

In response to applicant's argument that Diorio et al. and Alavi et al. are nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior art 
reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or. if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with 
which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re 
Oetiker. 977 F.2d 1443. 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, although Diorio et al. is dirrected to a deice for storing 
charge and Alavi et al. is directed to a device for monitoring charge buildup during fabrications, both references are both MPS 
field effect transistors and do need to be directed to a device for the same purposes. In response to applicant's argument that 
there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine. 837 F.2d 1071. 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones. 958 F.2d 347. 21 
USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the motivation to do so found either in the reference as explained in the Office 
Action mailed 02/10/2005. Alavi et al. discloses that it is obvious to one of ordinary skill to have a field effect transistor with 
wells having more than one impurity region within the wells in Figure 5. The claimed invention is directed to n wells with p+ 
doped regions within the wells, which is not a CMOS structure. The claimed invention is directed to the structure being 
fabricated using a standard CMOS process not that the device is a CMOS structure.
